Jumping across Alabama street, 
fire quickly went through the Jackson 
building, a structure very much like 
the one now standing on the northeast 
corner of Pryor and Alabama.

Six or seven months later a quarter of 
a million dollar fire on Whitehall street 
demonstrated the absolute necessity for 
a paid fire department.

Answer—The standard treatment to 
destroy all insects tin gfain of every 
is carbon bisulphide, which you 
may get of the drugeist. Oge pound is 
sufficient for the treatment of a bulk 
of corn occupying a spare of !0x!0x!0 
feet—!,000 cubic feet ,or its equivalent, 
provided the room containing the corn, 
or other grain, has reasonably tight 
sides an floor. The bisulphide is 
placed in shallow plates about over the 
surface of the grain. The operator 
should then withdraw, closing every 
door, or other opening for 30 or 36 
hours. Be careful not to have any fire 
—even a Cigar, or cigarette—as the 
fumes of the liquid are as explosive as 
any other tnflammable gas or vapor. 
As hinted, the bisulphide volatilises a!- 
most as rapidly as does @asoline and 
the vapor, being heavier than air, sinks 
slowly down through the mass of grain, 
destroying every living thing that it 
reaches. If the corn is in the shuck, 
or the walls and floor are not quite 
tight, it would be well to use i443 or 2 
pounds for every thousa..d cubic feet 
of grain. If the walls and floor are 
not reasonably tight a “quarantine bin’ 
may be constructed by square edge 
boards tightly put together and of such 
size as may be convenient, gay &x8x8, 
and the corn treated in successive por- 
tions, 30 to 36 hours at a time, cover- 
ing the top over with any old cloths to 
keep the wind from blowing the vapors 
away. 


The Cost of Bailding a Creamery. 


During the past few years there have 
been built In the United States several 
thousand creameries, many of which 
have been successful from the start, 
while 
months’ operation, and some were never 
even 

An investigation of the creamery 
States department of agriculture 
shown that the cause of many of the 
failures was que to lack of a sufficient 
number of cows, which should not be 
less than 400, and that others failed 
because of improper organization, in 
the case of cooperative creameries, and 
excessive cost of building and equip- 
ment. Many creameries have cost about 
twice their actual worth, and were not 
of the type suited to the locality in 
which they were built. 

The cost of a building about 28 by 48 
feet will vary from $800 to $1,400, de- 
pendent upon the cost of material and 
labor. Such a building usually con- | 
sists of a main work room, engine and 
holler room (including space for re- 
frigerator machine), coal room, refrig- 
erator, store room and Office.
